bave got wind of the arrangement and have 
fulminated another proclamation, forbid- 
ding it by anticipation, The troupe shall 
absolutely not perform in Ningpo.—The 
building, ‘however, is going on, Sud it re- 
mains-to be seen whether the officials will 
be able to make good their stand. It is’ 
diffoult to-sce on what ground thoy are 
going to prevent a foreigner hiring s 
Chinese troupe to give performances fn cy 
house belonging ‘to himself, and charging 
Chinese an. entrance fée if they chooks to 
go in and. look on. Chinese ‘theatros exist 
in Shanghai why should they be forbidden 
in Ningpo? Indeed, it looka very:much as 
if there were some reason in the background 
for this hostility, It is suggested that the 
Profeot's people have not had a proper 
aqueeze, The real Prefect is eald to have 
been propitiated, but he went to Hangohow 
on business connected with the Examina- 
tions, and the acting man has not been, 
properly managed.’ That is one suggestion, 
Another is that there !s something wroog 
about the troupe itaelf, that it was ordered 
away from the North, and ordered away 
from Shanghol, and that it may have a 
woaknoss for performing political plays of 
an objectionable character. However this 
may be.-it ip certain that the Ohinese are‘ 
immensely interested in the question, which 
has some interest for foreigners also, in its
